Nothing Startling Develops in Strike Situation— 


Bayview Men Paid Off and the 


Big Works are Idle. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 21—The strike 


situation was not materially changed 
today. 
The stiikers have not called 


any more men out and none of the 
plans of the manufacturers for addi- 
tional resumptions 
with non-union 


men have matured. 
The feeling of 


irritation at Wellsville -has -been in- 
creased by the appointment of -thirty 
strike 'breakers as special officers to 
guard the plant 
of the American 


Sheet company, and the police here 
have had to disperse noisy crowds at 
the recently tied up tube plants, but 
there has been no serious trouble at 
any point. 


It is claimed that an attempt wa? 


made last evening to fire the Monon- 
gchela works of the American Tin 
Plate company, and the police have 
been called into the case to run the 
supposed incendiary down. 


LA'BOB B02>4' STORY. 


According to the story told by John 


Schuster, general labor boss of the 
plant, a pressure guage was knocked 
off an eight-inch gas main and burn- 
ing paper thrown into the place with 
the idea of destroying it with an ex- 
plosion and fire. He says he plugged 
the break before 
the brand was 


thrown and Mved 'the works. 
The 


strikers indignantly deny that they 


had anything to do with any §lot to 
wreck the plant and are inclined to 
discredit Schuster's story entirely. 


At the general offices of the Amer- 


ican Tin Plate company the incen- 
diary theory was also 
discredited. 


The officials said that 
during the 


evening a broken gas main had been 
discovered and repaired and that was 
all there was to the incident. 


The promised break in the Carnegie 


properties has not yet come. 
As far 


as outward appearances go the Lower 
Union mill in this ci/ty has not been 
affected, but the strikers insist that 
they have seriously impaired it. 


WOKKING ON CLARK MILL. 
The strike leaders are trying hard 


to gain a foothold in the Clark mill, 
which is running with non-union 
men, but that property, too, seems 
to <be going at practically full ca- 
pacity. 
It is quie'ter at Duquense, 


but the fight for supremacy there ia 
by no means over.

HANGED, THEN BURNED HIM

Philadelphia, Aug. 21.—The big oil 


fire at the Atlantic Refining com- 
pany's works at Point Breeze is burn- 
ing more fiercely today (than a: any 
time since the first explosion oc- 
curred. Shortly before 6 o'clock this 
morning another tank exploded, the 
force of the explosion causing a big 
tank near Passayunk 
avenue to 


careen, the blazing oil flowing over 
the street and forcing the firemen tD 
abandon that part of the works. The 
oil ran into the sewer which empties 
into the Schuylkill river and the fire 
officials say the sewer is a raging fur- 
nace and that the flames_wili probab* 
ly soon find -their way to the river's 
surface* 
All the police boats that 


were throwing water on the flames 
have left, so they will not be caught 
by the burning oil when it flows iuco 
the river. 


Shortly after 2 o'clock this alf'ter- 


noon one of the burning tanks col- 
lapsed. 
The shock sent the burning 


oil flying from the adjoining tanks 
and it flowed across to Passayunk 
avenue, driving 
the firemen, em- 


ployes and spectators >bn:k. 
Several 


were burned by the spraying oil. The 
wind is increasing and is carrying 
the flames toward the city gas works. 
Half a dozen streams of water are 
being- thrown ag'ainst the largest gas 
receiver in an effort to prevent the 
flames from bursting it.

FIVE FIND DEATH IN A TUNNEL 


Second Horror at Cleveland Farther Out in the 


Lake—Gas Explosion Wrecks Work 


and Kills the Workmen* 


Cleveland, Aug. 21.—As the result 


of an explosion of gas in the new 
waterworks tunnel under Lake Erie 
last night five more lives were added 
to the already long list of casualties 
recorded since work 'first began on 
the great artificial waterway. 


THE DEAD. 


The names of the dead arc as fol- 


lows: 


Bay Xrcadsliaw. 
James Williams. 
Daniel Higgins. 
James Dalliricourt. 
John Bert. 
Crib No. 3, five miles from shore, 


and two miles beyond crib No. 2, 
where nearly a dozen lives were lost 
a week ago, was the scene of the lat- 
est accident. 
The work of sinking 


the big intake shaft at this point was 
completed yesterday and five work- 
men wore engaged in digging a tun- 
nel in the-direction of No. 2 crib, 
whsn the fatal explosion occurred. 


CASING WAS SHAME&EB. 


The heavy casing of-the shaft was 


$h:iitercd 1^ the terrific force of the 
explosion &nd an immense volume of 
water twm the-lake rushed in upon 


the unfortunate workmen at the bot- 
tom. 
Two men who were nt work 


on staging at the top of the shaft 
were blown high into the air, bul 
alighted on the crib and beyond be 
ing stunned, were not seriously in 
jured. 


The accident occurred early las1 


night, but nothing was known of ii 
on shore until today. 
For some un 


explainable reason no 'boats are k<*p 
at the cribs. 
Thirty men who wcr< 


on the crib when the explosion took 
place spent the night vainly signal 
ling for assistance. 
It was long 


after daylight before a tug reachec 
them. 


It is supposed that tihe men dig 


ging struck a vein of gas, which wa 
ignited by a spark made by a work 
man's pick. Eeavy iron girders and 
machinery weighing more than 
hundred tons were forced out of th 
shaft by -the explosion. 
The cri 


was wrecked. Death must have bee; 
instantaneous to the workmen in th 
tunnel, for 
their comrades abov 


heard no outcry. .

Washington, Aug. 21.—H. P. Mar- 


tin, chan man of the join committee 
of the American Anti-Trust league 
and district assembly 66, Knights of 
Labor, has made reply to the letter 
of Attorney General Knox, sent to 
the committee yesterday. 
He says 


in part: 


We were not aware that there 


was any impropriety in a citizen or 
body of citizens publicly addressing 
the chief prosecuting officer of the 
United States in reference to grave 
violations of law that 
were being 


committed to the great injury cf the 
people of the United States. 


"Attorney 
General 
Knox says: 


Neither at the time of the formation 
of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion, nor at any time, was I officially 
connected with the Carnegie Steel 
company/ 
This looks like a very 


sweeping denial on the part of the 
attorney general 
as to the many 


charges that have been made in the 
public press to the effect that he was 
formerly connected with the Carnegie 
company or the steel trust. 


EFFECT IS DESTROYED. 


"But the force and effect of this 


denial are entirely destroyed by the 
remarkable admission which the at- 
torney general makes in the next 
sentence, when he says: *I was for- 
merly one of its legal advisers in the 
conduct of its manufacturing busi- 
ness/ 


"This language 
of the attorney 


general certainly looks evasive in 
view of the fact that it is currently 
"believed fchat the membeis ,of the 
steel combine selected one of their 
former attorneys for attorney general 
in order that they 
might have a 


friend at court in time of popular 
clamor for the enforcement of the law 
against trusts. 


"We will give him an opportunity 


now to reassure the people as to his 
desire and intention to enforce the 
law against trusts. 


CHALLENGE HIM TO ACT. 


'•Will Attorney General Knox offer 


a reward for the producion of the in- 
criminating evidence against 
the 


trusts for which we asked and which 
he says he does not possess? 
Will 


he announce tomorrow that the de- 
partment of justice 
of the United 


States will pay a substantial reward 
to any person or persons -who will 
produce evidence that will lead to 
the arrest and conviction of any per- 
son or corporation guilty of violating- 
the federal statute 
against trusts? 


Let him do this and institute vigor- 
ous proceedings againet law-breakers 
and the people will no longer have 
doubts as to his faithfulness to his 
oath of office and he will no longer 
be the target for criticism, inuendo

GOVERNOR DUBBIN'S LABOR DAY PROCLAMATION 


Governor Durbin has set aside September 2 to be observed by the 


people of Indiana as Labor day. 
His proclamation is as follows: 


"In conformity with custom an;l 


agreeable to legislative action, the 
first Monday in September of each 
year is set apart to be celebrated as 
Labor d°y. 


"Labor is the 
creative power of 


wealth, entering extensively into all 
the avenues of industrial develop- 
ment 
It represents a formidable 


combination of brain and brawn- 
mighty forces upon which national, 
state and individual prosperity de- 
pends. 
'In the sweat of thy brow 


shalt thou eat bread' is an injunction 
conveyed to the world by holy writ, 
and it applies with equal force to the 
common brotherhood of mankind, re- 
gardless of race, caste or condition. 
Representatives of shops and mines, 
fields, flocks and counting-rooms are 
bound together by a mutuality of in- 
terests—of interdependence—and ma- 
terial evidences of peace and pros- 
perity are most conspicuous whenever 
and wherever the highest standard of 
harmony and good fellowship is es- 


tablished. 
It is meet and proper 


that workingmen and women should 
have set apart at least one day in the 
year as a special holiday; therefore I 
recommend and request that on Mon- 
day, September £ 1901, all public 
and private business be suspended, as 
far as may be found practicable and 
consistent, in order that all those who 
labor may be free from care on the 
occasion, to the end that all wh*o toil 
may be able to enjoy in full measure 
the pleasurable events of that day. 


"It is especially requested that all 


employers of labor afford the largest 
possible opportunity to their em- 
ployes to participate in the celebra- 
tion of the day, thus inviting closer 
relationship and friendship among all 
concerned. 
The spirit of the occa- 


sion should be in keeping with cor- 
rect principles of equality as defined 
in the organic law upon which con- 
stitutional liberty rests, which has so 
long been sustained and which will 
continue to be maintained by the pa- 
triotism of the American people."

BOGUS BANK NOTES. 


Sold to a Junk Dealer, Who Turned 


Them Over to Secret Service 


Officers in East. 


New York, Aug. 21.—The govern- 


ment secret service officers last night 
visited New Brunswick, N. J., and 
obtained possession of the plates and 
nearly $200,000 (face value) of the 
notes of the old State Bank of New 
Brunswick. The notes were not re- 
printed from the old plates, but were 
genuinely printed thirty years or 
more ago by the bank itself, but were 
never signed by the president and 
cashier. Lax methods in winding up 
the affairs of the bank twenty-eieht 
years ago seemed to be responsible 
for the alleged swindle in other states 
with the bank notes as a bas:<i. 


The bank wont into liquidation 


some years ago. Col. John A, Newell 
was at that time appointed receiver 
and wound up the affairs of tlis in- 
stitution. He has since died. In the 
course of his operations he sold the 
old note plates to Adam Ludwip;, a 
junk dealer, of New Brunswick. The 
sale was as old metal. 
The junk 


dealer also bought the waste paper 
and all the junk out of the bank. In 
the waste paper he found about half 
a million dollars* worth of notes. 
These were in the original sheets and 
uncut and unsigned. These noces he 
sold or gave to Jacob Weigel, v/ho is 
a collector of coins and old notes and 
who has a very large collection, one 
of the most extensive in the country. 
He kept them some years and then 
began to dispose of them to coin 
dealers. 
He sold many of them to 


reputable dealers in all parts of the 
country. He received nominal sums 
for his sales. 


Among others, he sold some to 


Greensburg & Smith, of San Francis- 
co. This firm, Mr. Weigel says, aft- 
erwards sent him large orders for the 
notes and in all purchased some 
$175,000 worth, counting their face 
value. The plates remained in the 
possession of the funk dealer. 


Last night the secret service agents 


saw Mr. Weigel. 
'xiiey were satis- 


fied with his explanation and he gave 
them what he haa remaining of the 
notes, except those he kept for his 
collection. He was not arrested. 


Ludwig, the junk man, turned over 


the plates. These were still in the 
package in which they were wrapped 
after last being used. The seals were 
unbroken. They bore the seal of the 
bank and also that of the receiver 
and there could be no question that 
they had never been used since last 
the bank ran off a lot of the bills.

CASING WAS SHATTERED,

explosion And an immense volume of 
witter from the*lake rushed Au upon 


the unfortunate workmen at the bot- 
tom. 
Two men who were at wnrk 


on staging at the top of the shaft 
were blown high into the air, but 
alighted on the crib and beyond be- 
ing- stunned, were not seriously in- 
jured. 


The accident occurred early last 


night, 'but nothing was known of it 
on shore until today. 
For some un- 


explainaibie reason no -boats are kept 
at the cribs. 
Thirty men who were 


on the orib when the explosion took 
place spent the night vainly signal- 
ling for assistance.

BOGUS BANK NOTES. 


Sold to a Junk Dealer, Who Turned 


Them Over to Secret Service 


Officers in East. 


New York, Aug. 21.—The govern- 


ment secret service officers last night 
visited New Brunswick, N. J., anc 
obtained possession of the plates and 
nearly $200,000 (face value) of the 
notes of the old State Hank of Wew 
Brunswick, The notes were not re- 
printed from the old plates, but were 
genuinely printed thirty years 
more ago by the bank itself, but were 
never signed by the president and 
cashier. Lax methods in winding' up 
the affairs of the bank twenty-eight 
years ag-o seemed to be responsible 
for the alleged swindle in other states 


ith the bank notes as a basis. 
The bank went into liquidation 


some years ago. Col. John A. Newell 
wns at that time appointed receiver 
and wound up the affairs of tlv* in- 
stitution. He 1ms since died. In the 
course of his operations he sold the 
old notft plates to Adam Ludwipj, a 
junk dealer, of New Brunswick. The 
sale was ns old metal. 
The iunk 


dealer also bought the waste paper 
ind all the junk out of the bank. In 
the waste paper lie found about 1ml!' 


million dollars' worth of note?. 


These were in the original sheets and 
uncut and unsigned. These notes he 
sold or gave to Jacob Weigel, who is 


collector of coins and old notes and 
rho has a very large collection, one 


of the most extensive m the country. 
He kept them some years and then 
began to dispose of them 
to coin 


dealers. 
He sold many of them to 


•eputable dealers in all parts of the 
country. He received nominal sums 
'or his sales. 


Among others, 1m sold some to 


Greensburg & Smith, of Snn Francis- 
co. This firm, Mr. Weigel says, aft- 
Twnrda sent him large orders for the 
notes' and in all purchased some 
j>175,000 worth, counting their face 
•nluc.

Confiding Woman Placed $1,200 in His Hands to 


be Put in Safety Deposit Box—$1.00 


Found, But Seer is Not. 


WEDNESDAY, AUGUST 21, 1901, 


A fortune teller, clairvoyant, seer 


and gazer into the hidden mysteries 
of tte future, who has T)een holding 
forth in this city for several weeks, 
is helieved to have done a very profit- 
able husiness in Fort Wayne. 
The 


professor has gone. Incidentally, so 
has an amount approximating $1,300 
which belonged to a confiding young 
lady residing near this city. 


The story leads like- fiction, and 


there has been a studied effort upon 
the part of the victim to keep tho 
news from the public, but it leaked 
out in part, though 
out 
of con- 


sideration for the young lady who 
was'the loser in the affair, her iden- 
.tity is closely guarded. 
(Nobody in 


the small drcle familiar with the 
circumstances is at all inclined to 
•talk about it, hut there seems to be 
lib 'doubt that the young lady has 
been victimized in a shameless fash- 
ion. 


DID A BIO BUSINESS. 


The clairvoyant came to Fort 


Wayne some .weeks ago and took 
apartments on East Wayne street. 
He was pleasant of address, polished 
in manner, and assumed to have so 
clear an insight into the futur? that 
it was folly for human mortals to 
struggle longer without the advan- 
tage of his advice. 
Patrons came 


quickly, and it is said that a part o£ 
the time during hii stay he gave as 
many as fitty readings a day: 


According .'to the story which now 


comes to light, among those .who 
called to have the future revealed 
was'a young lady who recently came 
into possession of a considerable suin 
of money by the division of the estate 
of-a-relative. 
Among other a'dvice 


the professor told her Dhat the only 
safe way for her to keep money was 
to liavs the cash tied up in a chamois 
skin hag fastened snout her neck. 
To this she is said to have replied 
that she could not do so; that the 
amount was too large. She was next 
advised to have the money changed 
into bills of large denomination in 


order to carry out the terms of the 
clairvoyant's advice, and it is under- 
stood that she drew her money from 
the White and the Old National 
banks.

IT WOULD INCREASE. 


The cash was placed in the package 


about her neck, and a day or two 
later the professor reve'aled a process 
by which the cash would multiply it- 
self if deposited- beside a package o£ 
his own, said to contain $5,000. 


Together they went to the White 


National bank one day last week and 
rented a safe deposit box jointly, in 
which were deposited the two pack- 
ages—one presumed to contain $1,200 
belonging to Uhe young lafly, and the 
other the alleged cash of the clair- 
voyant. 
It was stipulated that the 


box was never to be opened except 
both parties were present, and for a 
day or two all went well. Thursday 
the clairvoyant left town, and noth- 
ing further is known of his where- 
abouts. 
To the landlady he stated 


he was going into the country witlh 
a farmer ana would return about 5 
o'clock in the afternoon. 


But he didn't, and on Friday after- 


noon the young lady became suspi- 
cions. 
It was after banking hours, 


however, arid no investigation could 
be made until Saturday morning. 


Saturday morning the young lady 


appeared at the hank and asked: for 
her package in the safe deposit vault. 
The bank officials at frst demurred 
on account of Uie contract, 
-which 


specified tihat toth. parties must be 
present when the 'box was opened. 
When the 
girl 
explained her 


suspicions, however, the box was 
opened, and inside, the young -lady's 
package was (found only a $1 bill 
wrapped around a roll of paper. The 
other package, presumably the prop- 
erty of the clairvoyant, has not been 
investigated.

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SIXTY LIVES ARE LOST AT SEA 


Alaskan Steamer Islander Collides With an Ice- 


berg and Quickly Sinks—Captain Rea- 


lized Danger Too Late. 


Victoria, B. C., Aug. 
19.—The 


steamer Islander, "the flagship of the 
Canadian Pacific navigation 
fleet.

Queen, came in with the news. 


It is impossible at present to ob- 


tain a complete list of the dead, as 
Purser Bishop remained at Juneau 
-to attend to the forwarding of the 
passengers and. kept the Ship's pa- 
pers with Mm. He sent a letter to 
•Mr. Vincent, secretary of the com- 
pany, but gave but a few names of 
those who had been lost and no de- 
tails of the wreck. 


The officers and 
passengers who 


came down were likewise unable to 
give any but a very incomplete list. 
'All estimate the loss of life at about 
sixty-five and 
give the greatest 


praise to the officers for the manner 
in which they acted under the most 
trying circumstances. 


BLAM'E THE PASSENGERS. 


The officers, on the other 
band, 


state that had the passengers not 
rushed the boats the loss of life 
would have been very small. 
The | 


survivors were landed on Douglas 
Island and -the mate .was sent to 
Juneau for help, the steamers I"ios. 
sie. and Lucy responding and taking 
them to Juneau. A small amount o 
the gold on board was saved. 
A 


package containing $10,000 was left 
in the purser's safe, the balance In 
his possession being returned before 
the steamer sank. The city council 
of Juneau promptly secured Dock- 
ers' hall, which was hastily con- 
verted into a lunch room 'and resting 
place where the 
survivors 
could 


warm up with, hot coffee and suitable 
foods. All other assistance possible 
was also extended to the survivors. 


SHIPS GO TO RELIEF. 


Word of the 
disaster 
reached 


Troadwell at. 8:30. a. _m. by a party 
of passengers headed by the chief 
engineer, who .walked up the beaciz 
a distance of twenty-five miles to 
Apple City for help. The Tread-well 
steamers Luce and Jennie and tne 
Juneau steamer Flossie promptly re- 
sponded. 


The -Flossie arrived in from the 


scene of the wreck at 12 o'clock witn 
her flag at half-mast and six dead 
bodies on board, and the surviving 
passengers. The description of the 
disaster by the survivors is heart- 
rending. They say that the Islander 
struck an ice-berg and so severe was 
the shock that 
every 
door was 


jammed fast in the state-rooms and 
thg ill-fated passengers, numbering 
107, and the crew of seventy-one, 
were forced to break through 
the 


windows to reach the deck. 
Stew- 


ard Simpson lost ten in his depart- 
ment and his 
description 
of the 


wreck is clearly given. 


THE STEWARD'S ACCOUNT. 
He was awakened by the shock and 


could not get out of his state-room 
until he broke out the -window. He 
reached the bridge, where the pilot, 
La'Blonde, was on watch, and with 
the mate ordered out the life-boats. 
The vessel was then taking water 
fast and the chief engineer reported 
the pumps unable to take care of tbe 
water. He also went below with ah 
ax, broke down the lower state-room 
doors, and stayed -at this work until 
the water forced him to go to the 
upper deck. 


By this timfl the ship's boats were 


loaded «nd had g-ot away and while 


the officers were getting out the last 
life-raft Captain Foote called to al! 
hands to clear the ship as she wu« 
about to go down. 


This was the captain's last order 


as at that moment the ship sunk am 
the captain, leaping clear 
of the 


wreck, was picked up by a life-boar 
which in some manner was over 
turned. 


The night was very misty and al 


hands were forced to shift for them 
selves. 


SOME OF THE DETAILS. 


United States Consul Smith, of Vic 


toria, who was a passenger on th 
Queen 
from 
Juneau 
to Victoria 


gleaned the following story of th 
wreck from among forty survivor 
who were passengers on the Queen 


"The Islander left Skagway 
fo 


Victoria on last Wednesday evenin 
at 6 o'clock, with 125 passengers an 
a crew of sixty-one men on board an 
ten or twelve stowaways. All wen 
well, the steamer making her usua 
record of fifteen knots an hour unti 
3 o'clock Thursday morning, whe 
Juueau was pawed and the souther 
end of Douglas Island was reachet 
Then suddenly the steamer encoun 
tered an obstruction, said to hav 
been an iceberg, and stopped with 
jerk which 
aroused many of th 


sleeping passengers. 


"Captain Foote was having break 


fast and the pilot notified him of th 
trouble. When the vessel struc 
water rushed in forward in great vol 
umes and the pilot advised that th 
vessel be run on the "beach, not over 
half a mile distant, at once. To thi 
the captain 
objected, saying th 


beach was too abrupt. 
He though 


thee was no immediate danger, bu 
would run a few miles further down 
where he knew 
there was a goo 


landing. 


THE CAPTAIN'S BLUNDER. 


"The captain assured, several pas 


sengers there was no immediate dan 
ger and that they could go back t 
bed and sent the first officer down t 
examine. That officer reported taei 
was great danger and urged that th 
vessel be beached at once. The firs 
officer ordered the boats let down, bu 
this order was countermanded by th 
captain, who, however, finally real 
ized the seriousness of the situatio 
and allowed the first officer to gc 
down the boats. Meanwhile the pas 
seugers, aroused to their peril, ap 
peared on deck and a rush was mad 
to the purser, who had been give 
much treasure 
for 
safe-keeping 


Purser Bishop -handed out all excep 
two bags of $10,000 each, 
wliic 


were not claimed and went down wit 
the vessel. The bow of the steame 
steadily sunk and twenty 
minute 


later the propeller and rudder wer 
high in the air and useless. 


. THE CAPTAIN IS LOST. 
"The captain remained 
on th 


bridge 
until the last 
and finall; 


jumped on a life raft. 
When 
th 


steamer went under an explosion oc 
curred. The captain lost his hold on 
the raft and went under. 


"Owing to a dense fog much diffl 


culty was experienced in ascertain 
ing the location of the shore. 
Afte 


a time water was heard 
trickling 


down the rocks and all the 
boat 


reached shore. 
Many persons wh 


jumped off the steamer -were rescued 
later, only to die from exhaustion and 
the intense cold. Several persons ie 
covered consciousness only after four 
or five hours' hard 
work by thei: 


comrades." 


GOVERNOR'S WIFE DROWNED. 
Among the passengers lost were 


Mrs. Governor Ross, of Dawson; he: 
child and her niece, and Dr. John M 
Duncan, of Victoria. 


The doctor'was 
seen with a life 


preserver about him, but no one saw 
Mrs. Ross, and it was thought tlia 
Duncan lost his life in a futile at 
tempt to rescue Mrs. Ross and family 
just as the steamer sank. 


All the rescued spsak in high terms 


of the courage and assistance given 
by Chief Engineer Brownlee and Firs 
Officer Neurotsas. who saved severa 
lives. The intense cold of the water 
caused severe cramps among many 


ho were on life rafts and resulted in 


death from exposure. The bodies of 
these dying in this manner turned 
black.

The Islander was the largest pas 


senger vessel of the Canadian Pacifi 
Navigation company. It was buil 
at Glasgow and cost over $200,000 
The vessel an'ived at Victoria on De 
cember 9, 1899, and was put on th 
Victoria-Vancouver route. Since then 
it has been engaged in the Vancouve 
trade, occasionally going to Alaski 
and to the Columbia river. 


The Islander was a twin-screw 


steamer, 240 feet long, 42 feet bea: 
and 14.S hold; possessed great speed 
had accommodations for several hun 
dred passengers and a large freigli 
capacity.

"People sprang from every side 


and out of the ground it seemed t< 
me, and fifty police were on th-, 
scene in a few minutes. They at one 
Informed the conductor and my fire- 
man that we could not continue om 
run, but when the chief 
arrived 


and we explained how the accideu 
happened and he saw that the faul 
lay with tlie street 
car, we were 


finally allowed to go after an hour's 
delay.

$3,500,000 for the establishment of 
rural free delivery routes.1 The next 
congress will probably be called upon 
to appropriate $7,000.000 i'or the 
same purpose. This furnishes an ex- 
cellent idea of the popularity of the 
new system of rural delivery. And 
it is also more than a hint as to the 
magnitude of the country and the ex- 
tent of the rural sections. Even with 
the $7,000,000 appropriated and em- 
ployed, the free delivery system, 
would still be far from complete.- 


Phillips, the corn plunger, says 


that he has reformed and that he will 
never again be a party t;j a corner 
on corn or other commodity that is 
dealt in on the board of trade. 
He 


says that hereafter his efforts will 
be directed to creating a souni and 
legitimate 'business. This is equi/j.- 
lent to admitting that the fon;iaticn 
of a corn pool is not legitimate No 
more is it. Forestalling the market 
with reference to any commodity is 
bad, but in the case o.f a food product 
it is nothing less than criminal. The 
time is not so veiy far 'in the past 
when such an act would loave placed 
all concerned in it behind the bnrs of 
a prison for a long term of years. It 
is to be suspected that Mr. Phillips' 
sudden a-eformation 5r»s been owing 
in part to his recent fa;.luro, and in 
part to the strong ground taken by 
the board of trade against pooling. 
But, whatever the cause, it is grati- 
fying to learn that he now intends 
to be good. 


SHOUT CHOPS IN EUROPE. 


The reports from Europe indicate 


that the wheat'crops of Prance, Ger- 
many and several ojher move or less 
•important countries'of the! old world 
are far below the normal and that 
more than the usual quantities must 
be imported to supply the deficiency. 
It is said that France alone will have 
to look to other countries for about 
fifty-six million bushels. 
This con- 


dition tends to the advantage of those 
countries that have wheat for sale, 
of which countries the United States 
heads the list. 


In this case, though, as in many 


others, the mere figures of shortage 
taken at their face value are quite 
likely to mislead. For example, while 
France is fifty-six millions short, it 
by no means follows that ihe will buy 
any such quantity. It must be re- 
msmbered that crop failures, either 
total or partial, 
affect the general 


business conditions of the country 
in which the failures occur, and in 
doing so they affect 
the 
buying 


power of the nation. In brief, a crop 
failure detracts from the sum of na- 
tional prosperity and the less pros- 
perous a country is the less it can 
and will buy even of the necessaries 


>. With a con*ideraHe portion 


of the European population wheaten 
bread is almost a luxury, to be in- 
dulged 
in only when prosperity 


aibounds. In seasons wheu times 
hard there is a very considerable sub- 
stitution of cheaper foods. 


In this connection it must also be 


noted that there has, during recent 
months, been a marked subsidence of 
the prosperity wave in Europe, anil 
this irrespective of the crop condi- 
tions. If there is a marked shortage 
of the crops it will add to the depres- 
sion and it will certainly manifest 
itself in smaller purchases of foreign 
goods. 


WORLD'S ENORMOUS DEBT. 


A recent number of the- Bankers' 


Monthly calls attention to the enor- 
mous find rapidly growing- aggregate 
of the indebtedness of the nations of 
the world. Outside of the enormity 
of the figures that are given, there 
is a lesson in national extravagance 
that ought not to pass unnoticed. 


The national debt of the world in 


1793 was but $2,433,250,000. In 
1320 it had grown to $7,299,750,- 
000. Forty-two years later In 186-2, 
the aiiiount was $13,382,875,000, 
and twenty years later, in 1882, it 
had practically doubled, amounting 
to $26,249,901,000. The estimate for 
last year, 1900, showed a still fur- 
ther increase of §5,000,000,000, the 
figures being $31,201,759,000. Thesa 
figures show, among other tilin 
that the rate of increase in. the 
world's national debt has been much 
more rapid than the increase of pop- 
ulation. 


Considered by countries, France 


carries the greatest load. In 1850 
her debt was but little over !i quai 
ter that of the United Kingdom, 
being $1,192,292,500. In the twen- 
ty-year period to 1870 this more 
than doubled, standing at th*t time 
$2,676,575,000. In the-next twenty 
years it was doubled ag-ain, the fig- 
ures for 1890 being $5,800,631,814. 
Russia stands second, her .deot bein£ 
$3,167,320,000, .having grown from 
$608,312,500 since 1850. 
Great 


Britain is third, though har debt 
shows a decrease from the figures of 
1850, which were $4,082,590,603. 
while now they are $3,060,926,304. 
Italy comes fourth, with a debt of 
$2,583,983,780, a net increase of S2r 
389,338,780 in forty years. Austria 
stands fifth with $1,697,255,140, a 
net increase for the forty years of 
$1,093,942,640. The United States 
is sixth, the figures for 1890 being 
$1,107,711,257, a net gain in forty 
years of 31,044,259,483. 


How do the several leading nations 


compare when it comes to theii" per 
capita indebtedness? That is always 
an interesting question. According 
to the Bankers' Monthly, Austria 
carries the heaviest load, the per-cap- 
ita average of debt .being $263,90, to 
neet which there is an annual charge 
of $10.14; Franca is second, with an 
indebtedness of $150.00 per capita 
and an annual charge of $6.29; Par- 
aguay's figures are $143.80 and 
$4.62; Argentina,-$139 and $6.30; 
Spain, $95.50 and $4.46; Nether- 
.ands, $90.70 and $2.70; Italy, 
381.10 and 33.58; Belgium, $75.60 
and $2.93; United Kingdom, $75 
and $2.75; Canada, $50.60 and $2.55, 
and the United States $14.52 and 44 
cents. 


Some of these loads are pretty 


heavy to carry. 
This country is 


much better off than many others. It 
is to be hoped that wise administra- 
tion and prudent policies will keep 
it better off. The burdens that are 
national rest on the people .is well 
as those that are local, though this 
is hard apparently for some persons 
to realize. 
In fact, however, na- 


tional extravagance hits the indi- 
vdual. hard though indirectly. Peo- 
ple must realize this if they want to 
hold their governments in proper 
check.

Attorneys of R. B. DreibeTbiss Have

brief for the appellant in the "Fort 
Wayne charter" case—the state, on 
the relation of Robert B. Drerbelbiss, 
against Henry'C. •Berghofr, mayor ni 
the city of "Wayne—was filed in the 
supreme court yesterday by Judge 
Dreibelibss' attorneys, J. B. Harper, 
Robert S. .Taylor, Vesey & Heaton 
and W. & E. Leonard. The suit is 
one growing1 out of the amendment 
to the Port -Wayne municipal char- 
ter, passed 'by the last legislature. 
The amendment in question created 
the office of municipal judge for Fort 
Wayne, and provided that it should 
be filled by appointment by the gov- 
ernor until the first Tuesday in Kay 
of 1905, at which time and on the 
first Tuesday in 'May of every fourth 
year thereafter the position should 
be elective. 


Governor Durbin issued to Dreibel- 


biss a commission appointing- him 
municipal judge of Fort Wayne from 
May 9, 1901, to the first Tuesday 
in May, 1905, but on May 7, 1901 
aii election was held in the city, et 
which George W. Lontfcit was elected 
municipal judge.

giving bond. 
Dreibelbiss immedi- 


ately sued for a writ of mandamus i 
to compel Louttit to 
vacate t'ae

Louttit *s answers to .the complaint 
for mandamus, and the former took j 
an appeal -to the supreme court. 


Judge Dreibelbiss1 
attorneys in 


their brief argue and cite authori 
ties showing that the legislature ha 
the right to make an office either 
a.ppointinve or elective, which con- 
tention is opposed by Judge Louttit's 
counsel. The attorneys for appellant 
also urge that the election of Judge 
Louttit was a nullity, because no 
such thing as a municipal court ex-

sons are known to have been killed 
by the explosion of the big -benzine 
tank at the Atlantic Refining com- 
pany's oil warks at Point Breeze at 
midnight. The dead are: 


John McCullom, engine company 


No. 49. 


James Ealls, engine company No.

John Dougherty, truck company 


No. 9. 


A fireman and an employe of the 
efining compan

When the Mcplosion occurred the 


firemen of engine company No. 49 
and employes of the Atlantic Refin- 
ing company, in all about fifty men, 
were at work in the pumping house 
drawing off oil from the 
burning 


tanks. The flames shot high in the 
air and the pumping house was al- 
most completely demolished. 
The 


firemen who had 
been playing- 


streams on the other tanks then di- 
rected their attention to the rescue of 
the men who had been imprisoned in 
the pumping house 
It wa-» nearly 


an hour befoie the men. ct.(jld be 
reached. 


Meanwhile a score of breams of 


water were pouring upoji the rnins of 
the pumping house 
The promptness 


witih which the firemen turned their 
attention to the rescue of the men 
undoubtedly saved a score of lives. 


As quickly as the men ware rescued 


from the ruins they were sent to the 
hospitals in the lower sestion of the 
city. Five bodies were recovered and 
sent to the morgue, but only three 
of them could be identified. 


Two bodies were roaste;! to a crisp 


and so blackened that it was almost 
impossible to tell whether they were ; 
those of white or colored men. 


None of the seventeen injured men 


taken to the hospitals are seriously 
injured. They were suffering chiefly 
from burns and bruises, and after 
having their wounds dressed were 
nearly all able to leave the hospitals. 


The pumping house where the ex- 


plosion occurred was midway between 
the two rows of burning tanks and 
the firemen were endeavoring to con- 
fine the flames to one row by draw- 
ing off the oil at the time of the ex- 
plosion. There ere 100 umk^ in the 
big oil plant 


Various theories are advanced as to 


the cause of the explosion in the 
pump house, where the ilremen lost 
their lives. According to a fireman 
of engine company No. 46, which was 
pumping out the oil from a burning 
tank, the fluid was allowed to get too 
low and drew the fire with it. 


The explosion, occurred as the x&en 


were pumping and wonder is ex- 
pressed by the men that every one in 
the building did not lose their lives 


Another theory Is that the oil In 


tank No. 80 overflowed and the burn- 
ing oil spread to the pump home 
where the firemen wtrt it work 


causing the oil there to explode. 


There was a rumor early this morn- 


ing that a large gang of employes of 
the company were buried when the 
explosion occurred. 


Since early morning the flames 


have spread to five additional tanks, 
making eighteen that have been de- 
stroyed. 
The fire is by no means 


under control and although, most of 
the tanks not yet on fire are- more or 
less isolated from those that c.re 
burning, there is constant fear of the 
flames reaching some of those that 
are yet safe. 


The almost exhausted firemen are 


paying- no attention to the 'burning 
tanks, devoting their energies to an 
effort to save the tanks and other 
property not on 
fire.

The heat is so fierce thait they have 


have been driven away from the liose. 


A device is used that will hold the 


nozzle stationary and in a position 
to throw water on'the sides of the 
tanks, and the fire fighters have re- 
treated to a safe distance to observe

More Mills in the East are Closed and Great 


Rejoicing Exists Among the Men Who 


are at War With the Combine. 


' Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 20.—The tie- j 
up of the Continental and Pennsyl- 
vania tube plants of the 
National 


Tube company in this city was com- 
pleted during the night and early 
liours of the morning. The machin- 
ists and a few other employes of the 
"Pennsylvania works, to the number 
of about sixty, have not gone out, 
but otherwise the two properties are 
silent and deserted. 


The Pennsylvania men went first, 


quitting at 6 o'clock last night in 
response to the call of the organizers 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
•who had been working among them 
ifor several weeks. 
Then in large 


numbers they surrounded the Conti- 
nental works lit Frankstown and 
called on the workers there to quit 
aud join the strike. 


At midnight a large number of the 


Continental men dropped their tools 
•and by this morning the last man 
had left the place.

tnl where they were taken. 
They 


are in a stupor or delirious mania at 
this. time. Tbe physicians, however, 
still believe the men will ultimately 
recover. 


These men were rescued yester- 


day ' after having spent six days in 
the .excavation 300 feet below the 
surface of Xake Erie in total dark- 
ness without food, breathing air so 
foul that it nearly suffocated them 
and in momentary 
expectation of 


death. Hope for saving their liven 
had been aibondoiied Sunday by the 
city< o'fficers after four days ol un- 
tiring effort, and their miraculous 
escape is 'due to a Chance visit to the 
crib- by members •ot the life-saving- 
crew, Who heard their feeble tap- 
ping on the tubes leading down to 
tlieir cell. 
KNEW NOTH'nra OF DISASTER 


Shut^off from ibhe upper world, the 


men knew- nothing of the catastr,o- 
plie that killed eleven of their com- 
rades nnd imprisoned them.

know that something had severed 
their connection with the crib. They 
knew that beyond .the air lock be- 
hind which they had taken refuge 
the air was too foul to breathe. But 
they supposed that the trouble was 
temporary.

The news of Dr. -Irwin's 
death 


will be received with profound sor- 
row in Fort Wayne, for during hia 
iong years o!f residence in this city 
•he was prominent as an educator and 
as 'a physician, and his friends were 
legion. 


Dr. Irwin was of Scotch descent, 


his ancestors having emigrated to 
America early in the revolutionary 
period, and his grandfather was as- 
sistant commissary general at Fort 
Pitt from 1781 to 1791. Dr. Irwin 
was bom at 
Pittsburg, April 4, 


1825, and was educated in that city, 
graduating at the Western "Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania 
in 
August, 


1842, with the degree of A. B. 


•He entered upon the study of med- 


icine, practical chemistry and phar- 
macy under Dr. Joseph P. G-azzam, 
of that city, and was 
graduated 


M. D. at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, April 3, 1847. He entered 
immediately upon the practice of his 
profession, being junior member of 
the medical board of Mercy hospital 
at Pittaburg. : 


In Septemiber of the same year he 


was united in 
marriage to Miss 


Mahan, of Carlisle, Pa. 
Dr. Irwin 


continued the practice of his profes- 
sion until 1853, when his health he- 
came BO impaired that it was neces- 
sary for 'him to abandon active pro- 
fessional duties. 


CAME TO FORT WAYNE. 


A few months of rest partially re- 


stored, him, and 'he removed to Fort 
Wayne, taking a position as hook- 
keeper in the private banking: house 
of Allen Hamilton in December, 1853. 
Here Mr. Irwin remained eleven 
years, then taking a position as teller 
in the Fort Wayne branch of the 
Bank of the State of Indiana.

the end of two years Dr. Irwin was 
elected t:ashier of the Merchants' Na- 
tional bank in this city, which posi- 
tion he retained until 1873.

causing the Brooklyn to swerve tc 
starboard and swinging her away 
from the Spanish ship.

the wheel down, and the loop was 
made in getting the ship back on her 
intended course. 


Adams says he believes his in- 


voluntary action saved the Brooklyn 
from being rammed. Adams is now

More Mill* Are Started in the East and It is An 


nouriced Progress Will Continue—Bay- 


view Mills Are Closed. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 
19.—The steel 


•managers made another gain over the 
strikers today when two more mills 
at the Painter plant were put in- mo- 
tion. They were started at 7 o'clock 
and brought the total number of 
mills in operation in that property 
up to four. 


They claim that several of their old 


men h'ave broken from the strikers 
and'returned to their places. 


C. L. Harper, manager of the prop- 


erty, said that lie now had 200 men 
at work and that of the number about 
fifty were skilled. 
He says that 


within a month the mill be running 
to its full capacity. 


The strikers still assert that the 


property is helpless aud that the 
work being done in it is not hurting 
their cause. 


The steel mill at Monessen was not 


started this morning, but tlie steel 
managers say that it will be running 
before night. 
The fires have beeii 


started and every preparation made 
for actual operation. 


STRIKERS EXCITED. 


Tihere was some excitement iunon: 


tho strikers when, they learned that 
a party of strike breakers', had been 
spirited into the property. 
They 


have increased their vigilance to pre- 
vent another surprise. 


They say that the managers hive 


not secured men. enough to properly 
start the mill and they are still iu 
control of the situation.

Two meetings of the Switchmen's 


Union of North America were held 
here yesterday to discuss the strike. 
F. T, Hawley, .grand master, was 
present and.spoke at both, meetings. 
It was decided that n strike in sym- 
pathy with the steel workers could 
not be ordered, ibut the heartiest 
moral and financial support was ten- 
dered to the strikers. 


SUGGESTS A CONFERENCE. 


Grand Master Hawley suggested 


that the American Federation of 
Labor call together all the labor 
leaders of the country for conference 
on tlie strike and expressed the opin- 
ion that some plan for favorably end- 
ing tlie strike would probably bn 
forthcoming. 


The situation -at the Bellaire works 


of the National Steel company re- 
mains unchanged. The last furnaces 
have been blown out preparatory to 
repairs and steel works and p'ate 
mills are idle.

HAD WAR WAGED ON THE BLACKS 


After Lynching Two Negroes, White People at 


Pierce City, Mo,, Burn Homes of the 


Colored and Drive Them from Town. 


Springfield, BIo.f Aug. 20.—Pierce 


City, where William 
Godley 
and 


French Godley, the formei's grand- 
father (colored), were lynched last 
night in connection with the murder 
of Miss Caselle Wild, is today in the 
hands of hundreds of armed men who 
arc intent on driving all negroes from 
town. 


All negro houses in the city are 


being fire'd by the enraged whites. 
One negro, Peter Hampton, is said to 
have been cremated in his home. The 
.jnob broke into the arsenal of the 
local military company and is now in 
possession of improved rifles. 


So much, excitement prevails that 


it is almost impossible to secure over 
the wires a connected story of the 
outbreak. Corespondents have start- 
ed for the scene -of the trouble. 


Most of the 
negroes have left 


Pierce City and 
abandoned 
their 


homes, which have been burned. A 
report was sent out that two negroes 
in addition to Godley and 
Carter 


were lynched early today. 
This is 


denied. George Lark, a porter on the 
St. Uouis and San Prancisco railroad, 
whom Carter charged 
with being 


Miss Wild's murderer, was arrested 
in Springfield this morning and is in 
jail here. Lark declares his inno- 
cence and says the fznan who com- 
mitted thfi crime bo.irded with him 
and fled. 
Bloodhounds put on the 


trail at the scene of the murder went 
directly, it is said, to Lark's house. 


Eugene Barrett, a negro suspect, 


thas stated thnt a man named Flavors, 
who formerly boarded with 
Lark, 


was the real culprit. Flavors is said 
to be under arrest at Tulsa, I. T., 
over the territory line from here, and 
Barrett is under arrest at Mt. Vernon, 
twenty-five miles from Pierce City. 


Flavors

lynched if brought back. It is not 
believed Barrett 
will be molested. 


The excitement which led up to the 
lyndhing of the Godleys continued all 
night and this morning found liie 
enraged white people determined to 
rid the city and vicinity of negroes. 
After stringing young Godley up to 
a pole and riddling his body with 
bullets, the mob went to the house 
of Prench Godley, the young man's 
grandfather, and shot Iiim to death. 
They then bc-mbafded Ike Carter's 
house, in which were Peter and Rob- 
ert Hampton, all negroes.

Peter Hampton, who was seventy-; 


five years old, was burned to death: 
when the house was set afire.

wife and Robert Hampton escaped 
through the

houses and firing into them.

you pass down. Broadway, look up at 
the niches above 
the main door, 


niches -designed, for. ithe statues of 
saints and martyrs, but empty siiice. 
the ihand of the stone mason finished 
'Uiem. 


Out in the .bay 'the statue of Liber- 


ty stands -on 'a pedestal, it is true, but 
it is •an. unfinished one. 
Wooden 


stairs still lead up to the entrance to 
the interior, and the lower part of 
the pedestal is frankly, not to say 
obtrusively, ineoinplete. 
The- pedes- 


tal as designed by Richard M. Hunt 
and 'the pedestal as it looks today are 
two different things. 
As <tlie erec- 


tion of the great statue upon its 
pedestal was accomplished in 1886, 
it looks as if Batftholdi's col-lossal 
creation had passed into the category 
of the great unfinished. 


Offr. Hunt's plans call for convert- 


ing the earthworks of old Fort Wood 
into terraces rising one above the 
other from the shore «ut high water 
mark to the base of the pedestal. The 
island was to be surrounded by n 
stone bulkhead, from which piers 
should project for the boats, which 
should take visitors to and from- the 
island. 
From the landing-places 


flights of stone steps were to be oonr 
structed, leading by easy stages to 
tftie base of the monument.

work were to be filled and the ter- 
races to follow somewhat the line of 


gineering works which have never 
been completed and never will be.

Scotchmen to erect on Carlton. ihill, 
overlooking; Edinburgh, a duplicate 
of the 'Parthenon in memory of tni 
British soldiers who fell upoa the 
field -which closed the mighty .epic 
of Napoleon. George IV. visited the 
Scottish capital and the first stone 
was laid with imposing ceremonies. 
Thirteen columns were s£t up at a 
cost of §5,000 apiece, and •then—the 
work stopped. It was never begim 
again. It would take $200,000 more ' 
to complete the structure, and show 
the world that Scotland is still ready 
to pay for Waterloo.

SILENT POWDER SOUGHT 


J Inventors 
Think 
Smokeless J 


J 
Explosive Would Be Better J 


J 
Without Noise. 
• 


Now that smokeless powder has 


proved a success, 
the inventive 


genius of the country is turning his 
mind to the production of a noiseless 
high explosive. 
It appears that 


those who have advanced the idea of 
a smokeless powder have been ama- 
teurs with little scientific knowledge, 
and it is from this source that 
soundless powder must come, if at all, 
as scientists hold generally to the 
opinion that the production of such a 
product is n physical impossibility. 


In discussing the possibility of the 


invention, as well as some of the 
more recent improvements in war im- 
plements, the chief of the.ordnance 
bureau of the war department said to 
a correspondent: . 


"Every once in a while someone 


thinks how nice it would be if there 
were soundless powder and writes to 
us to know if we would like to have 
such an article, and that is about as 
far as it ever goes. Personally, I do 
not think it possible to produce such 
an article. 
All explosions produce 


concussions and concussions produce 
sound waves. Even in the pneumatis 
ginis there is more or less noise, as 
well as with the blow-pipes used by 
the savages. 


"There are two sources of sound in 


connection with explosion of powds: 
in a gun; the impact of the g-asses 
with the atmosphere and the soum 
waves prodiiced by the concussion in 
the barrel of the gun. The metal 
moved and a noise is produced. The 
noise might be lessened 01 even pi'3- 
ventedhy use of an insulating mater- 
ial, but I doubt if it would be prac- 
ticable, as the increase in the size of 
the weapon would prevent its nse. I 
see 110 way of preventing- the sound 
waves concurrent with the impact of 
the g-asses with th'e atmosphere. 


"Smokeless powder 
is 
another 


thing. 
That -is produced by perfect 


combustion. Formerly powder left a 
heavy residue, and.as the residue was 
reduced the snioke decreased until 
now it is a minimum. It is desirable 
on the firing line to keep your sight 
clear and at the same time create 
smoke so as ,to b.other the enemy, 
consequently -while the shells arc 
fired with smokeless powder they 
are filled' with .powder producing 
smoke; thus both objects are accom- 
plished. 
On the, other band, with 


soundless powder little would be ac- 
complished, as with a firing line a 
mile long, the sounds of the firing are 
so confused that it is almost impos- 
sible to. tell by them alone from which 
point the fire romes. 


"All the improvements in the art 


of warfare," he continued, "tend to 
lessen the loss of life in actual com- 
bat. When the short sword was used 
it was almost impossible for the op- 
posing s;des to extricate themselves, 
and it was conquer or die. Flight 
was difficult by reason of the fact 
that the enemy was close iip. Even 
in the Napoleonic tunes, when mus- 
kets had a range of about 200 yards 
and artillery scarcely more than 500 
yards, the loss of life was very great, 
as the battles were hand-to-hand, and 
it was 'almost impossible to conduct 
an orderly retreat after the armies 
became engaged. As the range in- 
creased, and especially since the in- 
troduction of smokeless powder, the 
dangerous distance between armies 
has increased until now it. runs into 
thousands of yards, so that battles 
are fought at long' range and orderly 
retreats are possible. The longer the 
range, the less the loss of life." 


In the navy, the would-be in- 


ventors argue noisless powder would 
be a great advantage. 
The vessel 


having the product could strike the 
irst .blow and the opposing vessel 
would not know it had been fired at 
until struck .by the shot. 
However 


advantageous its invention would be 
ts discovery would be fraught with 
;reat danger to the human race, as 
opportunities for its illegitimate use 
by burglars, thieves and assassins 
vould be practically unlimited.

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EXPLOSION DEALT DEATH TO TEN 


Terrible Disaster at Cleveland Crib, Where a Boil 


cr Blew Up---Many Rescued After Most 


Frightful Experiences. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Aug. 14.—Fixe 


early today destroyed a temporary 
•waterworks crib two miles out in the 
lake, resulting in the death of at 
iea«"t ten men, while two others were 
probably fatally injured. 


In addition to n large number of 


workmen who were in the crib eleven 
others were at work in the tunnel 
leading from it 200 feet below the 
bottom of the lake. 
As air, which 


was pumped from the crib to supply 
the men working in the tunnel, wns 
oat off as a result of its destruction, 
it "was at first supposed that these 
men had all perished. 


Subssqnently, however, nine of the 


men in the tunnel were rescued after 
heroic work upon the part of their 
fellow workmen. 


At this writing it is said that tihe 


two men are still in the tunnel, but 
"those rescued stnte that one of these, 
Vi'c-tor Kauffman, •of •Canton, is dead. 


THE CASUALTIES.

so'on after the flames broke out, but 
when, they arrived the structure was 
ft seething mass of flames -and. 'all 
hope of saving it was abandoned. 


MEN IN THE 'WATER, 


IVIen could be distinguished swim- 


ming mid floating in the water shout- 
ing for help. 
Others were clinging' 


to ropes -which they had hitched or 
tied to the rafters, but the flames 
were burning the ropes away, while 
the men were stark naked, 'and one 
"by ;Ons they were falling Into the 
laie. 


The tugs circled around the burn- 


ing crib, picking up men from the 
water, and meantime playing heavy 
streams upon the flames- 


After an hour's liard "work the 


flames were diminished enough so 
that the firemen could climb upon 
'the charred steps and fight the fire 
from the interim1. 


Then, the horror of the calamity 


•was first realised. 
Everything waa 


a total wredt. 
While the firemen 


•wers pouring wkiter on tbe flames 
there was n roaring furnace beneath, 
which could not be reached. 
But 


the firemen clung to their places and 
fought every inch af the way until 
the fire was under control. 


DIED WHILE PRAYING. 


After two hours of hard work five 


chaured human bodies were found 
burned beyond recognition. 
Two 


•were in tJie attitude of prayer. They 
must have been awakened! by the 
fire but could not escape- 
They were 


caught like rats in a trap. 


One body was burned to almost 


nothing. 
All that 'could be found of 


it were a skull and some bones. The 
bodies of two other melt lay close ito 
these that were on Hieir knees, and 
it looked as though they never knew 
-what happened to them. 
They anust 


have been 
suffocated 
before 
the 


flames reached them. 


As soon as the five bodies were dis- 


covered the tug Kennedy returned to 
the hiarbor at 'once and notified the 
coroner of the discovery. 


MEKT TN THE TUNNEL. 


While this was going on ways and

means were being davised to read 
the men imprisoned in the tunnel 
whose air supply had apparently 
been shut off entirely by the burning 
of the compressor air machinery. Ai 
times it was thought that voices 
could be heard down below, and the 
life savers and the firemen peerec 
down with ears intent, but the sounds 
ceased ag-ain. 


At the 'mouth of the shaft it was 


like a furnace, and the iron work was 
red hot from the flnmes. 


The water that was thrown on i) 


turned into steam at once. 


A CRY FOB HELP. 


Finally, after a deluge of water had 


been thrown on the smoldering shaft 
entrance, a voice was heard from the 
bottom calling for help. 


"For God's sake, 
throw down a 


rope; throw down a rope!" 
a man 


called. A line was quickly dropped 
down the shaft and as it lightened 
a shout of joy went up from those 
about, for it was quickly observed 
that the man at the bottom was able 
to grasp it. 


He ydled again to the rescuers to 


pull him up. 
Slowly and carefully 


he was raised. His pallid face, cov- 
ered with slime, his staring eyes and 
heaving chest told of the horror he 
had gone through in the 'hours he 
had spent in the tunnel. 
'He was 


William Curry, of Canton. 


As soon as he could g.isp, Gurry 


said: 


"They are all at the bottom of the 


shaft; hurry up." 


. SEVEN BROUGHT UP. 


In quick succession seven others- 


were brought up from the foul and 
stifling air of the tunnel. All were 
in a most pitiable condition. Thsy 
rsported that two other men wers 
lying unconscious at the bottom of 
the shaft. A workman volunteered 
to rescue these men and 
he was 


quickly lowered into the shaft. 


In -a few moments the unconscious 


men were brought up more dead than 
alive. 
One, and possibly two men, 


are supposed to ha lying dead iu the 
tunnel too far away from the shaft 
to be reached. 


The tugs that hurried, out to the 


scene as soon as the fire was dis- 
covered succeeded in rescuing no less 
than twenty men, who were found 
clinging to weckage and ropes tied 
to the burning structure. 


A DEATH TRAP. 


The tunnel, which has been under 


course of construction 
tor several 


years past, and is still far from com- 
plete, has been the cause, all told, 
of the loss of more than thirty lives. 


Four years ago an explosion in the 


shore section of the tunnel resulted 
in the suffocation of eighteen men. 
Two years ago, in a similar accident, 
several 
more men wei'6 
killed at 


almost the same place, and today's 
catastrophe adds at least tea addi- 
tional names to the death, list. 


The fire which destroyed the crib 


this morning was due to an over- 
heated boiler smokestack. The boiler 
exploded soon after the flames broke 
our. 
The crib itself was of pine tim- 


ber, 'built up straight from the water 
edge. The men, who were asleep in 
their bunks, sprang up to find them- 
selves in the midst 
of the flames. 


The boards all around 
them, were 


burning fiercely. Down ia the shaft, 
under the lake, eleven men were at 
work digging, unconscious, until the 
air supply was cut off, of the awful 
holocaust above them.

given an opinion rendered to the gov- 
ernor by Attorney General Taylor, 
who holds that under the law Indiana 
metropolitan police boards have con- 
stable powers anywhere within the 
borders of the county in whie'i is lo- 
cated the city for which the metro- 
politan commissioners are acting. 


The opinion more especially con- 


cerns prise fighting, whicn has been 
extensively tolerated in a nu nber of 
the gas belt cities, notably, Ander- 
son, Elwood, Alexandria and Muncie.
